To all and ſundry Our good Subjects whom theſe Preſents do 
or may Concern, Greeting. Whereas by Our Royal Prozlamarion of the date the 12 day, of Hbrua y 1686, We were graciouſly pleaſed for the Cauſes, on the Terms therein mentioned 
to grant Oar Royal 1 to the Profeſſors of the Chi iſtian Religion there n named; With and under certain Reſtrictions and Limitations; All which are in the ſaid Proclamation 
more at length expreſſed: We now taking into Our Royal Conſideration the ſiniftruous Interpretations, which either have, or may be made of ſome Reſtrictions, cherein mentioned; 
Have thought fit by this Our Royal Proclamation, further to declare, that We will Protect Our Arck-Biſhops, and Biſhops, and all Our Subjects of che Proteſtant — in the free 
Exerciſe of their Proteſtant Religion, as it is by Law Eſtabliſhed, and in the Quiet and full Enjoyment of all their Poſleflions, without any Moleſtation or Diſturbance w tſoever. And 
We do likewiſe by Our Soreraign Authority, Prerogativæ Royal and Abſolute Power, Suſpend, Stop and Diſable, all Penal and Sanguinary Laws, made againſt any for Non-conformity 
to the Religion Eſtabliſhed by Law, in thac Our Antiene Kingdom, or for Exerciſing their reſpective Worſhips, Religions, Rites and Ceremonies; All which Laws are hereby _

ways tend co Aliena-e the H-arts of Oar People from Us, or Our Government, and that their Meetings be peaceably, openly and publickly held, and all Perſons freely admitted to
